States, have _ heen in 
touch with German representatives 
who agreed to furnish money to fi- 
nance a rebellion in Ireland and 
possibly-to-send-arms and-ammuni- 
tion to Ireland by submarines or 
blockade runners. There was ev- 
en some discussion of the chances 
of sending German: soldiers to take 
part in warfare on Irish soil.

SCRIPTURES GOOD READING 


The Scriptures are pretty good reading 
these days, as a fellow can get a lot of 
lines on this war stuff that is not in the 
newspapers of the associated. press ser- 
vice. 

A few days ago we wrote an editorial 
about looking out over the world to sée 
what in blazes was the matter with all 
the crazy mutts engaged in cutting one 
another’s throats, and drew the conclu- 
sion that about the best thing for those of 
us to do who yet retained a small bit of 
sanity was to join the army of the Lord 
and try in our small ways to teach our 
fellow men as good an example as we 
know how, and that if each did that, in 
time it would have a ,Z00d effect upon 
the whole, 

We-received yesterday in the mail a 
neatly bound little byok, bearing: the title 
“‘The Divine Plan,’’ and folded in it was 
the editorial alluded to, cut out of the 
News. We do not know who the donnor 

is, but are much obliged—it is a fine little 
book, and-we intend reading it, and look- 
ing up its many references from time to 


‘ time. 


The book is a concise study. of the 
Scriptures, and purports to be a revela‘ 
tion of ‘‘the Plan of.the Ages.’ The title 
page says it is a vindication of the divine 
character and government, showing by a 
recognition and harmonizing of all the 
Seriptures that the permission of evil, 
past and present, is educational, and’ pre- 


. paratory to the ushering of mankind into 


the golden age of prophecy, in which all 
the families. of the earth will be blessed 
with a full knowledge of God and a full 
opportunity to obtain everlasting life 
through the Redeemer, for which it cites 
Acts 3, 19-91, 

Well, ‘as far as we are concerned, in fu- 
ture we are going to try a little moré as- 
sociation with God, with His gracious 
permission, and a little less association 
with a lot of miserable microbes we hap- 
pen to know of, who are not fit for any 
self-respecting person to associate with. 
We do not know whether God will asso- 
ciate with an‘editor or not, never having 
tried it out much, and we do not know 
if we could blame Him if He didn’t, but 
we’re going to find out. We dre going to 
read that little book, and others like it, 
and if the permission of all this existing 
evil is for educational purposes, then we 
are going to absorb some of the education, 
and commence right now. # 

In the meantime we are in favor of lick- 
ing the German Autocracy to a fare-youy 
well. 

There is also some curiosity to know 
why Japan doesn’t contribute something

GERMANY HAS ALREADY LOST 


The world remembers that Germany 


promised to respect the neutrality of Bel-’ 


gium, and what happened after the chan- 
ceHlor classified that promise as a serap 
of paper. America remembers that the 


German government promised to conduct : 


its submarine campaign along lines per- 
missable under the rulings of internation- 
al law, and, how that campaign was later 
turned into piracy. Neither is it forgot- 
ten that German promises were party to 
agreements and conventions protecting 
towns from attack, and how the German 
airmen shattered those. >promises with 
bombs that German kultur might be-am- 
plified by’ the slaughter of a few more 
women and children. 

All this and more the world remembers, 
and hence the allies ‘hesitate to treat with 
the kaiser’s governinent, so long as autoc- 
racy remains in control. Germany has 
She has lost 
her commerce and most. of her: shipping. 
She has suffered an industrial stagnation 
which may yet make her bankrupt. But 
perhaps the greatest loss of all is the loss 
of her standing among the nations. A feel- 
ing that German promises, so long as they 
are backed by. the present unscrupulous 
and unprincipled government, are, indeed, 
but scraps of paper, leaving no other 
course for civilization than to crush the 
syndicated sayagery of the Hohenzollerns, 
in the interest of humanity, no matter how. 
dreadful may be’ the cost. 

GERMANY IN BAD’ FINANCIALLY 

The last thing we should worry. about 
in this country is the cost of the war. We 
are in flowery beds of ease, as far as that 
is concerned.. When Germany’s new war 
loan was floated the empire’s total in- 
debtedness will be $31,000,060,000, which 
means that each one of her 68,000,000 in- 
habitants, men women and children, will 
be_in_ deht $456. Here in Ameriea, with 
a population of 110,000,000, our total in- 
debtedness is about $6,000,000,000, or a 
per capita indebtedness of only one eighth 
that of the German Citizen, a matter of $57 
each. We can run our Liberty Bond float- 
ations up to $50,000,000,000 before one of 
us owes as much as each German across 
the Rhine. In other words, we can run 
this war at our present rate of expendi- 
ture for eight years before we are as bad 
off as the Germans are today. Don’t be 
frightened ‘at the money we are spending. 
We are not breaking ourselves. ‘We are 
spending very little .of our natural 
wealth. Buy bonds. If this war lasts 
for eight years Germany will be so badly 
‘‘broke’’ it can never be put ‘together 
again.
